Be Over.

The Fourth National bank, of Atlanta, 
has bought from the treasury depart- 
ment and will !mmediately put into cir- 
culation $170,000 of 3 per cent treasury 
certificates. The Fourth National al- 
ready has a circulation of $400,000 of 
national bank currency, and this addi- 
tional purchase will give it a total cir- 
culation of United States currency of 
$570,000. 

The 3 per 
cently offered the national banks of the 
country by the secretary of the treas- 
ury on the condition that the purchas- 
ing banks would use them to increase 
their circulation. The allotment to the 
Fourth National comes out of a total 
issue of twenty-five millions.

It is known that two Atlanta banks

Atlanta Bankers Encouraged.

“TInited States government bonds have 
recently been very much in demand by 
national banks for the purpose of in- 
creasing their circulation, The price on 
these bonds rose to a point that made 
it unprofitable to banks to purchase for 
the purpose of circulation, In addition 
to this they were really difficult to se- 
cure. 

“The secretary of the treasury recent- 

.ly offered for sale to national banks 
United States 3 per cent ceriificates of 
indebtedness, provided the purchasing 
banks would use them for the purpose 
of increasing their circulation. 

‘The secretary of the treasury has 
also offered for sale United States 
bonds for the punpose of defraying ex- 
penses of the Panama canal. 

“Certificates were allotted by,t BeC- 
retary of the treasury to the ext@nt of 
$25,000,000, which mans that banks pur- 
chasing them pay for the same in cash, 
which puts $25,000,000 cash into the 
treasury, and prevents the necessity of 
the treasurer withdrawing deposits now 
in national banks, and at the same 
time afforded a basis for the increase of 
circulation in the same amount, which 
means that $25,000,0@ of national bank 
notes will be put into circulation, that 
_is puts $25,000,000 new money into cir- 
culation. The Fourth National Bank 
of Atlanta was alloted $170,000 of the 

- 3 per cent certificates and has increased 
its circulation in the same amount, rais- 
ing it from $4£,000 to $670,000. 

“Rifty million dollars of Panama canal 
bonds were offered for sale and have 
largely been oversubscribed. The allot- 
ment of these bonds has not as yet been 
made, but it is certain that a very large 
portion will be purchased by national 
banks against which circulation will be 
issued in practically the same manner 
as against 3 per cent certificates. 

“The government is doing everything 
reasonably within its power to restore 
financial conditions to their normal 
state. To national banks throughout 
the country who afe purchasers of 
either their certificates of indebtedness 
or the Panama bonds, they have de- 
cided to permit those banks to use them 
for circulation, and in addition to this 
to make deposits with these said banks 
upon the deposit of satisfactory securi- 
ties with the treasurer of the United 
states. 

“This action on the part of the gov- 
ernment and their general attitude is 
believed by representative men from all 
parts of the country, will have a ten- 
dency to very shortly clear up the

Raleigh, N. C., December 4.—The state 
supreme court in a decision handed 
down this afternoon reversed Judge 
Long, of the superior court, in the mat- 
ter of a $30,000 fine imposed on the 
Southern Railway Company for selling 
passenger tickets at a rate in excess of 
2 1-4 cents, the state rate. 

Act Oonstitutional, 

At the same time, the opinion affairms 
the act of the court and the constitu- 
tionality of the legislative act in pre- 
scribing punishment of agents and offi- 
cials of the road for selling tickets at 
an excess rate, the bringing of penalty 
(suits of $500 each by individuals 
against the corporation for violating 
the law, and holding that the federal 
court has mo authorrty to issue an in- 
junction against bringing suits, crim- 
inal or civil, against the railroad, as it 
would be in thus enjoining a criminal 
action by bringing a’ suit against the 
State, which is forbidden by the United 
States law, as the act of the legislature 
was self operating as to passenger 
fares and required no action on the part 
of state officials. 

Chief Justice Disents. 

The opinion is that of four justices 
of the supreme court, and is dissented 
from by Chief Justice Clark, who holds 
that if an agent can ‘be fined or impris- 
oned that the railroad can also be fined 
as a punishment for its acts in causing 
an agent to sell tickets at illegal rates, 
In his dissenting pinion ne intimates 
that the legislature snould be called 
together in special session so as to 
make the act so explicit that the rail- 
road can be punished by fines. 

Associate Justice Brown, a 
concurring opinion with the 
the court says there is no need of an 
extra session of the legislature; that 
if the act as it stands is enforced that 
the railroads could not stand a week’s 
violation of it.

$75,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary therefor, is appropriated to 
'\defray the expenses of the survey. Arm-

peek: Senator Bacon will be in much 
better shape to urge on this great wa- 
terway improvement.

The congress will be in session for 
three days, and the body will be  ad- 
dressed by some of the most prominent 
publicists and economists of the United 
States. 

The convention was formally op®ned 
at 10. o'clock this morning. Represen- 
tative Joseph EE. Ransdell, of Louisiana, 
presided. The services began with 
prayer by Bishop Cranston, of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. President 
Ransdell, in opening the congress, re- 
ferred to the work of the national ad- 
ministration in promoting trade rela- 
tions between America and foreign 
countries, particularly those countries 
lying to the south ou. the United States, 
and referred in complimentary terms to 
the achievements of Secretary Root, of 
the state department, in promoting 
those relations, whom he then presented 
to the congress.

CiS:rency Schemes Discussed. 

The committee held its first meeting 
today, spending two and one-half hours 
in discussing the currency question in 
several of its phases. At the conclusion 
of the meeting several of the members 
stated that as a result of the confer- 
ence the members of.the committee 
were now nearer together than they 
ever had been before, notwithstanding 
the same men—with the exception of 
three—composed .the committee during 
the.fifty-ninth congress. 

The only definite action ‘taken at this 
initial meeting was the authorizing of 
the chair to appoint a subcommittee of 
five to draft and submit a currency bil] 
to correct. the present. financial situa- 
tion. There will be no hearings before 
the committee until the subcommittee 
has finished its task and the completed 
draft is in the hands of the chairman.

comprising the northern and 
western portion of Georgia. The com- 
mittee sent out to select a name for 
the diocese in Macon today returned 
with two selections, that chosen and a 
second, the diocese of North Georgia. 
After discussion that proved lively At- 
lanta won the title by a vote of 36 to 
18. The committee selecting the name 
was composed of Messrs. Beatty of ath- 
ens, C. H. Reid of Atlanta, T. Berry of 
Columbus, T. D. Tinsley of Macon, and 

Grantland of Griffin. The Atlanta 
delegation and_ representatives from 
north Georgia were happy at the selec- 
tion.

DEATH PENALTY FOR WOMAN 


But the Husband Escapes With Sen- 


tence to Life Imprisonment, 


Goolds Dismembered ‘Their

Monte Carlo, December 4.—Vere St. 
Leger Goold and his wife, Marie, who 
have been on trial before the superior 


court of Monaco, charged with the mur- 
der of Emma Levin, at Monte Carlo, last 
Summer, were today found guilty. Mrs. 
Goold was sentenced to death and her 
husband to imprisonment for life. 

Goold and his wife left Monte Carlo 
early last August, going to Marseilles. 
A hotel porter in that city noticed blood 
oozing from a trunk which the two 
had brought with them and when they 
drove off with the trunk he notifiea 
the police and their arrest followed. 
The trunk was found to contain Kmma 
Levin's body. 

Statements as to the facts in the case 
were at great variance. Goold himself 
confessed that he committed the mur- 
der and that his wife had nothing to 
do with it. The police did not put much 
faith in his story and as the case Was 
presented to the court his wife was 
shown to tbe the real instigator. 

The evidence went to show that Emma 
Levin, who was possessed of consider- 
able jewelry and some money, had been 
invited to visit the Goolds, who were in 
reedy circumstances. There she was 
killed and later a quantity of her jewel- 
ry was found in the possession of Goold 
and his wife. Her body was dismem- 
bered and packed in a trunk and valise, 
which the murderers were trying to dis- 
pose of when the crime was discovered.

The Parcels Post. 

Editor Constitution: At the present 
rate of postage on merchandise, a per- 
son who brings in two packages for 
mailing, each weighing four pounds, 
will find that the one addressed to 
London, England, will cost only 48 
cents, but the one addressed to Boston, 
Mass., will cost 64 cents. This is be- 
cause the rate to twenty-two foreign 
countries fs 12 cents a pound, while the 
rate to all places in the United States 
is 16 cents a pound. 

If these packages should weigh four 
and a quarter pounds the one to Boston 
could not be sent by mail, but the one 
addressed to the foreign country could 
be sent, even if it weighed as much as 
eleven pounds. 

At the present rate of postage a mer- 
chant sending a package to a ‘customer 
who lives a mile or two from town 
would have to pay just as much as it 
would cost him to send it to San Fran- 
ciseo, Cal. 

This is irregular and _ inconsistent. 
These rates are unjust to the patrons 
of the rural routes, to the retail mer- 
chants in the towns and to the country 
merchants on the routes. 

It is unfair to the farmer, because 
he must stop his work, hitch up his 
wagon and come to town for a few ar- 
ticles (no one heavier than eleven 
pounds) which he could write for or 
telephene the merchant to send out to 
him in the morning by the carrier. 

It is unfair to the retat) merchant, 
whose business is in a town that his 
customers on the rural delivery routes 
can receive merchandise by mail from 
the large cities at the same rate that he 
can send it to them. 

It is unfair to the country merchant 
whose store is on a route that he must 
pay !6 cents a, pound on packages he 
Wishes the carrier to take a mile or 
two down the road or to bring to town. 

All these disadvantages to the people 
in our postal rates can be remedied by 
the adoption of the recommendations 
which the hon®rable postmaster general 
will make to congress, He wil] recom- 
mend that the weight limit for merchan- 
dise..in this country be Increased from 
four to eleven pounds, and that the 
rate of postage be reduced from 16 to 
I2 cents a pound. 

To enable the people to obtain every 
benefit of rural delivery, the postmaster 
general will recommend a parcel post 
confined to the rural delivery routes, at 
5 cents for the first pound and 2 cents 
for each additional pound up to eleven 
pounds. 

If this becomes a law and the parcel 
post is established merchants who live 
at the distributing postoffice can send 
packages by mall to their friends in the 
country cheaper than they can send 
them by messenger to their customers 
n town. 

If the parcel post is established it will 
cost less for people who live on the 
rural routes to receive their goods by 
mail from their distributing postoffice 
than to receive them by mail or express 
from any other city or town. 

: To illustrate: Mrs. B., who lives on 
ja.rural route, will learn that a package 
of merchandise weighing four pounds, 
sent from any other place except the 
city or town from which her route 
starts, cost her 48 cents postage, or 35 
or 75 cénts express. To avoid this ex- 
pense she patronizes the parcel post and 
orders the same quality of goods at the 
same price from a country merchant on 
her route or from a merchant at the

Joint Session of Ceuncil Commit- 
tees to Act Upon Several Papers 
of Great Interest—Must Be 
Ready for Council at Its 
Next Meeting. 


Chairman Patterson Would Like to 
See Old Buildings and Baseball 
Grandstand Removed From 
Piedmont Park—Much 
Money Needed for 
Next Year, 


One of the most tmportant joint 
meetings of council committees that has 
been held this year will occur tomorrow 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in the commit- 
tee room adjoining the mayor's office. 
The committee on electric lights, tel- 
egraphs and telephones and the commit- 
tee on ordinances will hold a session 
for the purpose of taking action on 
some papers which have been referred 
by council for several weeks. 

The most important of these will be 
the ordinance by Alderman Key pro- 
viding for a meter inspector in the em- 
ploy of the city. Alderman Key -has 
taken the position that sinee council 
has secured lower electric light rates, 
and will probably have lower gas rates 
soon, that it is necessary for the city to 
have an inspector of meters so as_ to 
stand in between the people and the 
utility corporations. 

The gas company and the electric 
light company have agreed that an in- 
spector should be employed by the city. 
Alderman Key introduced his ordinance 
some time ago, and it was read and 
held up by tune ordinance committee (for 
revision, 

Says He Will Have Inspector. 

In speaking of his meter inspector 
ordinance yesterday, Alderman Key said; 

‘“T have done my best to secure cheap- 
er gas rates for Atlanta, and I believe 
I will succeed before my term of office 
expires. I fought the fight for lower 
electric light rates, and secured them. 
It will be of little avail if we secure 
these lower rates and then let the pub- 
lic utility corporations use any sort of 
a meter they cnoose. [I shall press my 
meter insgector ordinance until it be- 
comes a law.” 

The other important papers to be 
considered by the joint session of com- 
mittees are Councilman  Huddleston’s 
automobile ordinance, Councilman Ter- 
rell’s ordinance prohibiting the employ 
of workmen over eight hours when do- 
img city contract work, Councilman Hud- 
dleston’s ordinance prohibiting city of- 
ficials from being interested in con- 
tracts made with the city, and Council- 
man Terrell’s ordinance for a thirty- 
year franchise for all corporations do- 
ing business in Atlanta. 

Councilman Terrell, who is chairman 
of the ordinance committee, says that 
he wishes all persons interested in \the 
ordinances named to be present, as it 
is his intention to dispose of them at 
the next meeting of the general coun- 
cil.

Mr. Havemeyer Had Been Ill Since 
Thanksgiring Day, When He 
Was Attacked After Re- 
turning From a Hunt. 
Born in 1847. 


New York, December 4.—Henry Os- 
borne Havemeyer, president of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, died 
today at his country home, Merrivale 
Stock Farm at Commack, L. L, of 
heart failure, 

Mrs. Havemeyer, her son Horace and 


her daughter Electra and Dr. lL. C. 
Frisbell were at the bedside. 

This evening the body was brought 
on a special train to this city, where 
it was removeg to the Havemeyer town 
residence, 

The president of the so-called sugar 
trust went to Commack last week with 
his wife to spend Thanksgiving gun- 
ning on his private preserve. He arose 
early Thursday and spent nearly the 
entire day tramping about the country 
after game. Late in the day he re- 
turned to tthe lodge, and ate a hearty 
dinner. Shortly after he was seized 
with violent pains, and Dr. W. H. Ross, 
who was summoned, said that he was 
suffering from acute indigestion. At no 
time during his illness was Mr. Have- 
meyer’y condition such as to give the 
family much hope. 

Mr. Havemeyer was the son of the 
late Frederick Christian Havemeyer, 
who, with his father, was the pioneer 
in sugar refining. He was born on Oc- 
tober 18, 1847, in this city. His genius 
for organization showed itself in the 
formation of the American Sugar Kec- 
fining Company in 1887. His brother, 
Theodore A. Havemeyer, was elected 
president of the company, and held ‘the 
office until his death four years ago. 
H. O. Havemeyer succeeded his brother 
in the presidency. In 1897 he attracted 
wide attention by refusing to answer 
certain questions put to him by the 
United States senate committee, which 
was investigating the sugar industry. 
He was indicted and tried for con- 
tempt. After a long legal fight he was 
freed. His estate is said to amount to 
many millions of dollars, and he was 
considered one of the wealthiest men 
in New York. Mr. Havemeyer, in 1/883, 
married Louise W. Elder, who was the 
daughter of his partner in the sugar 
business. His wife and four children 
survive him.

AGREEMENT IS WANTED 


To Maintain the Scheduate Prices on 
All Tobacco. 

New York, December 4.—That an iron- 
clad agreement between ‘all jobbers to 
maintain a list or schedule of prices on 
all tobacco would be profitable alike to 
the consumer, the manufacturer and 
the jobber, is the belief of Caleb C. 
Dula, vice president of the American 
Tobkeacco Company, as expressed on the 
witness stand today in the hearing ot 
the case of the United States against 
the American Tobacco Company. He 
said that under the present conditions it 
is impossible to hold jobbers to any uni- 
form price and that cutting invariably 
results. It is his belief, ne said, that 
the jobbers will take more interest in 
pushing the sale of goods in which there 
is a good profit. 

Mr. Dula ‘has charge of the American 
Tobacco Company's Plug tobaceo sales 
departinent. He said that no suth al- 
lowances are made jobbers on plug to- 
bacco as on other forms of tobacco and 
cigarettes. His department allows no 
gratuities of any kind for showing their 
goods or brands, he said. Plug tobacco 
is sold to both jobbers and retailers. A 
general discount of 7 per cent from the 
face of the bill has been allowed except 
in New England,- where the discount 
generally is 8 per cent. This is in addi- 
tion to the usual cash discount given 
in nearly all trades for cash,

Metal Stocks Were Somewhat De- 
presed During Day—Premium on 
Currency Again on Decline. — 
Call Money Easier. 


New York, December 4.—The price move- 
ment of stockg shifted many times again dur- 
ing the course of the day’s trading, reflect- 
ing either the genuine doubts and hesitations 
of operators or the manipulative effects of 
professional operations, designed to conceal 
the real course of the transactions and to 
confuse the minds of observers. The market 
was rather generally depressed in the early 
part of the day and manifested vigorous 
Strength in the latter part. The early de- 
pression was traceable, tn part, to the effect 
of selling for foreign account and the unfa- 
vorable view taken abroad of the contents 
of the president’s message, or, rather, of its 
omissions. The Japanese incident seemed to 
be seriously regarded in foreign circles also, 
The copper stocks were an active center 
Qf weakness. The successive dividend reduc- 
tion of different copper mining stocks have 
worn upon the courage of holders. The United 
States Steel stocks shared in the depression, 
to some extent, especially the preferred 
stock, The weakness of American Smelting 
was attributed to fears of a reduction in 
the dividend rate, but its greatest weakness 
was shown atter the announcement of the 
declaration of the regular dividend on the 
Stock. The disposition to take advantage of 
the good news to sell the stock created a 
bad impression. There was another decline 
in the price of copper and it was feared that 
the recent heavy Miipments of copper to 
europe represented rather a transfer of hold- 
ings tO & more convenient money market 
than an actual marketing of stocks. The 
vigorous rally in the market found its initia- 
tion in the Hill raisroad group. Definite news 
for the active buying at rising prices of this 
group was lackifg. It was accompanied by 
large lending of imoney on call by banking 
interests closely identifieli With these proper- 
ties. Subscription to Great Northern new 
stock call for paymeng of an installment of 
$3,000,000 on Decem: 6 and those for 
Northern Pacific new stock for an install- 
ment of $11,625,000 payable January 1. There 
was a pronounced relaxation in the call 
money market and the premium on currency 
fell back again. This was connected with 
the issuance of the comptroller’s call for 
reports of condition of the national banks on 
December 8, It had been assured that some 
recent purchases of\currency for account of 
interior were to streNgthen their showing to 
be made in response to this call, now ex- 
pressed for many days past. Banks also 
are always more liberal in extending credit 
liabilities immediately after complying with 
the call from the comptroller. The expected 
demonstration that the deficit now existing 
in the reserves of the New York banks will 
be found amply accounted for by the recruit- 
ment of interior bank reserves in the pro- 
cess of withdrawal from New York will go 
far to ctre apprehension over the New York 
reserve position, which is, in fact, above 20 
per cent of deposit liabilities at the present 
figures. It must be borne in mind that the 
25 per cent reserve requirement on central 
reserve banks ig based on the double function 
Played by that portion of the reserve made 
up of deposits of other banks, on which loans 
are made both by the central reserve banks 
and the depositing bank. With deposits by 
other banks drawn down the potential re- 
quirement on the reserve is logically reduced.

The Iron Trade. 

New York, December 4.—The Iron Age will 
say tomorrow that the volume of new orders 
for finished iron and steel is sti]! light and 
little improvement is expected during the 
current month.

facilities to get Amierican products to 
the American seaboard and for the up- 
building of such an American merchant 
marine as would be able to carry Amer- 
ican products to the uttermost parts of 
the earth. 

French Ambassador Speaks. 

At the conclusion of Secretary Root’s 
address, Joseph E. Ransdell, president 
of the congress, presented, in an ad- 
dress, a report of the work of the con- 
gress during the past few months. He 
then introduced M. Jusserand, the am- 
bassador of France to the Un 
States, who spoke, In part, as follows: 

“We hold the record for the present. 
You will hold it in your turn when 
the great Panama canal is finished; we 
turned the first sod; you will turn the 
last, and no one will applaud more 
heartily than your predecessors,”’ 

The ambassador then reviewed the 
history of the efforts made by France 
in the improvement of waterways and 
the resultant benefits to commerce. 
The ambassador said that the present 
era of canal building 
present. He said the aim has been to 
complete, to unify and to cheapen. 
rules now is to have through France 
the free canal as they have free roads. 

“Another great question with which 
We have to cope is that of rivers,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Jusserand. “We have a 
number in France, but mostly shallow 
and irregular. We have done much to 
improve their courses, and have yet 
much to do; plans are being _— tor 
ample improvements.”’ 

Francis G. Newlands, United States 
senator from Nevada, in his address, 
applied old principles to new conditions. 
lie saiq that the subject involved not 
only the waterways, but the railroads, 
and that it meant all of the interstate 
transportation companies which are to 
be benefited. 

Martin A. Knapp, 
interstate commerce commission, point- 
ed out that the transportation interests 
of America exceeded four million tons 
in every twenty-four hours, and that 
it was advancing every day. Unless 
this traffic is abie to be carried, he 
inquired what possible use is there to 
produce it. He pointed out that it was 
beyond the power—the physical power 
—of railroads to increase their trans- 
portation facilities in the immediate fu- 
ture, 

“We must look to an increase of our 
inland transportation by water if we 
are to be abie to compete with the 
other nations of the world in foreign 
commerce.” 

Many Delegates Present. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the congress the vice president 
and members of committees on resolu- 
tions and nominations were presented 
by the chairman of various state dele- 
gations. At the conclusion of the nom- 
inations, J. Hampton Moore, of Phila- 
delphia, Was announced by President 
Ransdell as chairman of committee on 
resolutions, and Edyar C. Ellis, of Kan- 
sas City, chairman of the committee on 
nomnations.
